LEGAL  REFERENCE 

The  statutes  relating  to  the  operation  of  the  Board  of  Horse  Racing  are  contained 
in  Sections  62-501  through  62-515,  1947,  known  as  the  Horse  Racing  Act. 

The  Board  of  Horse  Racing  is  attached  to  the  Department  of  Professional  & Occupational 
Licensing  for  administrative  purposes  only  as  prescribed  by  Section  82A-108,R.C.M. , 1947. 
PRINCIPAL  GOALS 


To  license,  regulate  and  supervise  all  racing  meets  and  racing  personnel  within  the 
State  of  Montana. 

To  promulgate  rules  governing  racing  meets  and  pari-mutuel  betting  in  the  State  to 
assure  the  utmost  protection  of  the  betting  public. 

To  encourage  the  breeding  of  race  horses  within  the  State. 

To  establish  dates  for  race  meets  to  the  best  interests  of  the  breeding  and  racing 
industry  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 

Revision  of  rules  of  racing  and  rules  for  pari-mutuel  betting  to  better  serve 
the  horse  racing  industry  and  the  betting  public. 

Legislation  passed  in  the  1974  session  to  give  the  Board  authority  to  suspend 
or  revoke  any  license  issued  by  the  board  to  any  person  or  assess  a fine,  not 
to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  against  any  person  who  violates  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  or  any  rule,  regulations  or  order  of  the  board. 

Legislation  passed  in  the  1974  session  regarding  deposit  of  unclaimed  money. 

Each  licensee  holding  a horse  race  meeting  shall  within  thirty  days  of  the  end  of 
the  meeting  pay  to  the  department  of  professional  and  occupational  licensing  for 
deposit  in  the  earmarked  revenue  fund  for  the  board  of  horse  racing  all  unclaimed 
winning  ticket  money  from  any  pari-mutuel  pool. 

Racing  official  school  held  April  30,  1974  in  Great  Falls. 

MAJOR  RESPONSIBILITIES 


The  Board  of  Horse  Racing  held  eleven  (11)  board  meetings  during  the  1973-1974 
fiscal  year.  There  were  two  hearings  held.  One  hearing  pertained  to  a drugged 
horse.  The  ov/ner  was  suspended  for  two  months  and  fined  $200.  The  other 
hearing  was  regarding  an  electrical  device  which  was  found  on  the  owner.  He 
was  suspended  until  August  1,  1974.  There  was  board  action  on  a drugged  horse 
case  at  the  Miles  Race  Meet  in  May,  1974.  The  trainer  was  suspended  for  30 
racing  days.  There  was  board  action  on  a drugged  horse  case  at  the  Big  Sky 
Race  Meet  in  June,  1974.  The  owner-trainer  was  suspended  30  calendar  days. 

The  Industrial  Laboratories  of  Denver,  Colorado  conducted  lab  tests  of  urine 
samples  of  winning  horses  for  the  Board  of  Horse  Racing.  A total  of  823 
lab  tests  were  run,  the  urine  sample  being  taken  at  the  track  by  the  licensed 
track  veterinarian  immediately  after  each  race.  Three  positive  lab  tests 
showing  the  presence  of  a drug  was  made,  with  the  following  action  being 
taken  by  the  Board  of  Horse  Racing: 

1.  Sample  Tag  #733  - Phenylbutazone  - R.  Brent  Taylor  - Owner- 
Trainer  fined  $200  and  suspended  two  months,  and  the  purse 
for  the  5th  race  of  the  Midland  Empire  State  Fair,  August  13, 

1973  be  redistributed.  The  horse  involved  was  "Sands  O'Gold"
